Herr Karl J. Oeraer, Political referexftl for the Kalaer Minletry T 
in Berlin, lalkod to me on July 15th about the nooeeaity for more 
coordination, between reBiatanoe tjroups in Berlin. Herr, Cermor, who de- 
scribed himself as a youRi;er asaooiate and good friend of M^xister Kaioer’s 
in reals tance work against Hitler, la an anti-Gchumaoher member of the 
SF3 and appears to be a person of conalder.ible initiative and liberal 
pcTsuaslouH . 

Herr Uenaar streasod that the need for coordination was over more 
prassiag, Berlin itself was too small and the area of its rasistanoo 
activities was beooalni; too circumscribed to permit Indofluite dupli- 
cation and uncontrolled co.-npeti tion. Funds scro also harder to oomo 
by than fomorly.

the payment for the work — Herr Geraer cited one group which ho long wMJ<Li * 
auspooted to be paid both by the Americana and by the Kaiaor iilaiotry 
for the satao work. There was alco considerable inner politicking.
